DR. RICE LEAVES CITY 
FOR EASTERN HOME; 
TONAMESUCCESSOR 

Popular Ht-alHi Oflirer, Who Resigned 
Scleral Weeks U'<>. Leaves Mays- 
rille and Hill Rest Before 
Taking »n Work. 

Dr. John I.. Klce, who resigned sev- 
eral weeks ago as County and City 
Health Officer, left tin- morning for 
New Haven, Conn., his home, where he 
will remain for a tew weeks to rest up 
before accepting new work. Just what 
he will do in the future. Dr. Hlce doe* 
not know at this time but he will no 
doubl be connected with some sort of 
Public Health work. 

Dr. Rice and his wife leave Mays- 
vllle taking with them the best wishes 
of a great number of warm friends 
made during their short stay in our 
city and county. Dr. Ulce was elected 
County and City Health Officer in May. 
1919, and held this office for Just about 
a year. During that period he demon- 
strated his ability as an expert in pre- 
ventative medicine and Ib to bo thank- 
ed by both city and county for the 
arrest of epidemics which but for his 
prompt and efficient attention might 
have become serious In their sweep 
over the district. 

Although Dr. Rice's service at the 
head of the Health Department might 
not have been so spectacular as others, 
it was one of the most successful pe- 
riods In the history of the County and 
City Health Department. 

Just who will succeed Dr. Rice here 
Is not as yet known but the State 
Board of Health has promised to rec- 
ommend a successor to him Just as 
soon as it Is possible and In the mean 
time the department will be looked af- 
ter by our most efficient County Health 
Nurse, Miss Annie M. Casey, which is 
enough to say that It will be done 
properly.

ERARY DOESN'T SUIT 

Maysvllle Hand Is Not Offered Trip to 
t itles They Ik-slred and Contract 
With Picture Concern Is Called 
Off By 



Manager J. Barbour Russell, of the 
Maysvllle Boys' Band, todny called off 
the contract with the Select Pictures 
Corporation for their proposed trip 
through the state of Ohio during two 
weeks this summer. It was generally 
understood thnt the picture company 
would book the band to play In Cincin- 
nati. Columbus. Cleveland and Akron 
or Dayton but the contract offered 
them Tuesday Included only the cities 
of Columbus. Zanesvllle and Newark 

This itinerary did not suit either the 
managing committee of the band or 
the pnrents of the children and the 
contract has been dropped although 
the pictures company Is very anxious 
tha tho band consider trips to other 
cities to be decided upon later. 

Manager Russell is flooded with re- 
quests from various organizations over 
the country asking that the band be 
contracted for In various cities. A 
large vaudeville company and a chau- 
auqua talent bureau, however now 
have the attention of Manager Russell. 
One of these companies offer a trip to 
New York City. Atlantic City and Phil- 
adelphia covering a period of one week 
nn.l this is being considered very seri- 
ously. Colonel Russell says he will 
decide within a short time, with the 
assistance of the other members of the 
managing committee as to what trip 
the band will take for the summer. 
Many of the parents are anxious that 
the trip be confined to one week. Col- 
onel Russell, snys however, that the 
members of the band will have a nice 
summer trip away from home before 
school again opens.

LOWDEN TO HAVE FIRST 
TRY OUT IN CONVENTION 

Chicago Dispatch Says Daugherty and 
Hynlcka Reach Agreement on 
Ohio Senator. 

Chicago, June 2. — Governor Ixiwdcn 
Is to be the first candidate to have a 
real try-out In the Republican conven- 
tion, according to committeemen and 
arriving delegates. There Is a persist- 
ent opinion that If Ixmden'a nomina- 
tion proves to be Impossible, tho sec- 
ond genuine effort to force a nomina- 
tion will And the conservative element 
behind Senator Harding of Ohio. 

The cause or Senator Harding was 
discussed at length, last evening, by 
Harry M. Daugherty. his campaign 
manager, and National Committeeman 
Rud K. Hynlcka of Cincinnati. An 
amicable understanding was reached 
between the men, whose relations have 
been far from cordial. This may have 
far-reaching effects In Ohio state poll- 
tics If maintained beyond the nomina- 
tion period. Mr. Hynlcka will cooper- 
ate with Mr. Daugherty In the Interest 
of Senator Harding and will carry out 
the sonator's wishes In every particu- 
lar. Mr. Daugherty will communicate 
with the senator In Washington today 
and ask him to come to Chicago so as 
to reach here on Friday. After further 
conferences Mr. Hynlcka will call a 
meeting of the Ohio delegates when- 
ever the senator deems It advisable 
and further steps will be taken to pro- 
cure for him the solid support from 
his native state, which his admirers 
believe he ought to have.

Governor Promises Action on Highway 
Commission This Week - Says 
Their Bonds Will He 
Free. 

Frankfort. Ky., June 2.— The State 
Highway Commission will be named 
this week. Governor Edwin I*. Morrow 
announced this decision Tuesday night 
and Intimated that tho now commis- 
lon would be urged to make a prompt 
selection of a highway engineer, who 
will direct the road building in Ken- 
tucky which will amount to $5,000,000 
or more a year. 

"I want to get a commission not as- 
sociated In any way with a company 
that sells road building material to 
Kentucky, a commission that will not 
be allied In any way with a group of 
men or a corporation seeking to In- 
fluence the road department to deter- 
mine upon any particular type of road 
for the state highway system," declar- 
ed Governor Morrow. 

"This commission will select the 
highway engineer, being free In their 
choice from any suggestion from me 
except the possible recommendation of 
the names of several men whose quali- 
fications and suitability I have Investi- 
gated. I consider a proper administra- 
tion of the new road law one of the 
most important things to be done In 
Kentucky In the next few years, there- 
fore, I am deeply Interested In It. 

i want to go out of office." the Gov- 
ernor continued, "with some of the 
love and affection and confidence of 
the people." 

Governor Morrow says that he did 
not accept the resignation of Road 
Commissioner Joe S. Boggs. April 1, 
because of the confusion it would 
cause In the work of the department, 
especially in the kiting of contracts 
for federal aid roads, of which more 
than 11.250,00(1 have been let since 
April 1. 

Tills, said the Governor, should be 
evidence of the fact that he Is not seek- 
ing to make political capital out of the 
department. 

Interest In the selection of the new 
highway engineer, ns the head of the 
road department will be known after 
July 1. has developed rapidly in the 
last few days. Communications have 
been received bv Governor Morrow 
from all parts of the stato Inquiring 
about the action he will take, soidb 
urging the selection of one man. some 
another

Russell. Ky., May It — Authorities 
tonight were without trace of the men 
who early Saturday morning fired vol- 
leys of buckshot into a switching crew 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio railroad 
here, seriously wounding I wo work- 
men. 

The injured men, H. It. Brown, of 
Huntington. W. Va.. and J. M. Wo- 
mack, of Ashland. Ky.. were tuking the 
place of members of the Yurdmen's As- 
sociation. The fusilade came from an 
automobile on a country toad leading 
by the yards. 

Other members of the crew escaped 
injury by falling flut on the ground. 
The wounded men were taken to the 
road's hospital In Huntington. Several 
score of detectives guarding the yards 
are engaged in the search for the men 
who did the shooting. 



Washington, May 31. — Doclnrliig 
that looso leaf tobacco had been forced 
below the cost of production by what 
ho described as a "tobacco trust." Rep- 
resentative William J Fields.

Mr. Fields said that composing the 
"trust" of which he complained were 
the American Tobacco Company. Lig- 
gett & Myers, the R. J. Reynolds Com- 
pany and the T. lx>rlllard Tobacco 
Company. He added that he was un- 
able to explain the details of their or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Fields said that although there 
was no overproduction in 1919. natural 
leaf tobacco was selling nt Its lowest 
price In ten years, while there had 
been no decline In the price or the 
manufactured product. 

The resolution was reported favor- 
ably by the committee Monday.
